This is in response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request dated and received 
by us on October 7, 2019, in which you request:

2016 to Present Day containing any of the following non-case-sensitive key¬ 
string "immigration".”

It should be addressed to the Chairman, United States International Trade Commission, 500 
E Street, S.W., Washington, D.C. 20436, and clearly indicate both on the envelope and in the letter 
that it is a “Freedom of Information Act Appeal.” It should clearly state the grounds upon which 
you believe this denial of access to be in error.
